In  the 
ntvn»g;<  feeding  of  animals  it  has  been 
proved  by  experiment  that  it  is  safe  to 
assume  hi  general  that  hslf  of  the  dry 
snhsiaRoe  of  the  fodder  will  appear  in 
the  manure,  and  that  this  residue  will 
oo utii in  four-fifths  of  all  the  nitrogen, 
and  nearly  all  the  phosphoric  acid  and 
the  p  task  that  was  in  the  fodder.  It  is

Cockboacoks. — My  house  was  per 
foctly  utfeslrel  with  these  pests,  nod  I 
beHevo  I  tried  every  "  certain  death  ” 
powder  th.t  viw  ever  invented,  without 
avail.  If  those  troubled  will  sprinkle 
powdered  borax  plentifully  around  where 
"  they  most  do  congregate,”  and  renew 
it  oacomonaliv,  inn  short  tune  not  a 
roach  will  lie  seen.  This  is  a  safe  and 
moat  effectual  exterminator. 

John  Bcu.  Plum  Pdddino. — One 
pound  flour,  ou»q>oiind  «tonod  raisins, 
cue  jKiund  currants,  quarter  of  a  pound 
Bug  a/,  one  ounce  citron,  one  pound  suet, 
cuopped  flue  ;  six  eggs  bcuten  very 
light.  Iu  both  of  these  puddings  some 
ol  the  flour  (sifted)  should  be  reserved 
to  mix  with  the  dry  fruit.  To  be  boiled 
six  Lours.  Keep  boiling  water  At  hand 
to  repU-nish  as  it  boils  rwav.  To  be 
eaten  with  hard  or  liquid  sauce,  as  taste 
may  dictate.  Torn  tJio  pudding  a  few 
times  when  you  first  put  it  to  boil. 

New  Year’s  Cake. — Oue  pound  of 
butter,  oue  and  a  half  pounds  sugar, 
three  pounds  flour,  two  Wbk  spoonsful 
of  caraway  seed,  half  a  teaspoonful  of 
soda,  dissolved  in  a  eap  of  milk.  Cut 
long  and  print,  or  cut  os  cookies. 

Sponge  Cake. — The  weight  of  five 
eggs  in  sugar,  weight  of  three  in  flour, 
juice  of  one  lemon.  Beat  eggs  separate¬ 
ly.  Beat  the  yolks  and  sugar  until  very 
hgbt.  then  add  the  juice  of  the  lemon, 
the  flour  and  the  whites,  which  must  be 
beateu  very  stiffly.  To  be  baked  in  a 
quick  oven. 

Fillin'#  For  Levon  Pie. — Rub 
smooth  in  some  cold  water  two  table- 
spoonfuls  of  eoru  starch,  add  two  cups 
of  boiling  water,  and  stir  until  it  looks 
clear.  Pour  iuto  a  dish,  add  two  cups 
of  sngnr  and  a  small  piece  of  butter. 
When  almost  cool  add  the  yolks  of  three 
eggs,  juice  of  two  lemons.  Save  the 
whites  for  frosting. 

Bloca  Teeth  la  Pl*». 

A  Pennsylvania  correspondent  wishes 
to  be  informed  why  so  many  hogs  die 
with  what  is  called  there  black  teeth. 
Their  small  side  teeth  turn  black  ;  they 
appear  stupid  And  weak,  lose  appetite 
and  soou  dm.  He  would  like  to  know  a 
preventive  and  cure. 

Rnply. — The  black  teeth  in  pigs  are 
not  of  themselves  any  injury.  They  are, 
however,  a  symptom  of  an  unthrifty  and 
uni  i  rdthful  condition.  The  remedy 
would  be,  not  to  knock  out  the  teeth  os 
some  persons  recommend,  but  to  give 
some  alterative  and  tonic  medicine. 
Charcoal,  aultpekw  and  sulphur  com¬ 
bined  are  very  useful.  One  ounce  of 
each  may  be  pounded  up  together  and 
divided  into  four  doses,  one  to  be  given 
daily  in  molassee  placed  on  the  tongue, 
or  in  some  corn  mush.  As  these  in¬ 
gredients  are  nearly  those  of  gunpowder, 
one  ounce  of  this  may  be  pounded  fine 
and  given  daily  in  the  food  as  a  substi¬ 
tute.  It  is  aa  excellent  thing  to  give 
huge  snob  a  dose  when  in  health  as  a 
preventive  of  trouble.

A  Murderer  Executed. 

Henry  White,  colored,  was  hanged  in 
the  jail  yard  at  Guelph,  Ontario,  for  the 
murder  of  his  wife.  The  exeoutiou  was 
private,  only  officials  and-  a  few  others 
l icing  present.  On  the  scaffold  the  con¬ 
demned  man  acknowledged  the  justice 
of  the  sentence,  and  was  very  repentant. 
He  died  almost  without  a  struggle  after 
the  drop  .rLL 

For  some  time  previous  to  the  eleventh 
of  August  last.  White  had  been  on  bad 
terms  with  his  wife,  Susan,  whom  he 
suspected  of  undue  familiarity  with  an¬ 
other  negro,  Peter  Wilson.  On  that  day 
all  three  were  present  at  a  flax  bee, 
whew  White'!  jet  lousy  was  so  stimulated 
by  the  constant  whispering  of  Wilson 
and  the  wornau  that  on  the  way  home  he 
resolved  to  kfU  her.  As  she  was  getting 
over  the  stile  near  the  house  he  took  up 
a  black  ash.  club  that  he  had  placed  there 
in  the  morning  "in  cuaa  he  should  want 
it  ”  and  struck  her  a  heavy  blow  near  the 
heart,  following  this  by  beating  her 
•bout  the  head  till  death  ensued.  He 
then  threw  a  backet  into  the  well  and 
pitched  the  oorpse  after  it,  and  went  to 
rouse  the  neighbors  with  the  story  that 
his  wife  had  gone  for  a  {mil  of  water  and 
had  fallen  headlong  into  the  well.  The 
body  was,  despite  the  wotmdfl,  buried, 
aud  it  was  some  days  ere  suspicion  was 
awakened  and  an  investigation  mude, 
Yesulting  in  White’s  oonviction  and  sen¬ 
tence  on  purely  circumstantial  evidence. 
He  confessed  immediately  after  tho  con¬ 
clusion  of  hi*  trial. 


Still  a  Mystery. 

The  explosion  of  dynamite  on  the 
wharf  at  Bremerhaven,  which  resulted 
in  the  killing  of  a  great  number  of  per¬ 
sons  and  the  wounding  of  many  others, 
is  a  greater  mystery  now  than  it  was  on 
the  day  of  the  catastrophe.  A  d  efforts 
to  solve  it  seem  only  to  increase  the  un¬ 
certainty.  The  exploded  package  was 
part  of  a  passenger’s  luggage  by  the 
steamship  Mosel,  and  the  generally 
accepted  theory  was  that  the  explosion 
was  intended  to  occur  in  mid-ocean,  and 
to  utterly  destroy  the  ship,  thus  furnish¬ 
ing  a  basis  for  large  bogus  claims  on  in¬ 
surance  companies  for  goods  alleged  to 
have  been  snipped  in  the  vessel.  Bat 
diligent  search  fail*  to  discover  any  com¬ 
pany  which  holds  insurance  on  merchan¬ 
dise  other  than  that  shipped  and  ac¬ 
counted  for  by  responsible  parties. 
Thus  this  motive  for  the  crime  is  taken 
away.  Then  the  passenger  was  authori¬ 
tatively  given  a  name,  which  was  as 
authoritatively  changed  on  the  suooeed- 
iag  day,  and  changed  again  within  the 
week,  so  that  now  no  one  seems  to  know 
even  who  the  man  was.  He  was 
said  to  be  a  native  of  Brooklyn,  and 
again  of  New  York,  and  to  have  com¬ 
manded  vessels  plying  to  American  ports. 
Carefnl  inquiry  fails  to  reveal  his  former 
dwelling  plaoe  in  this  neighborhood, 
nor  can  trace  of  him  be  found  in  the 
shipping  circles  of  New  York  or  Boston. 
He  was  said  to  have  been  well  known  aa 
a  blockade  runner,  and  to  have  been 
connected  with  tjio  Old  Dominion,  a 
steamer  which  ran  the  lines  into  Wil¬ 
mington  during  the  rebellion.  But  a 
well-informed  correspondent  of  the  New 
York  Sun  at  Petersburg  Vs.,  not  only 
shows  that  the  man  never  commanded 
the  steamer  named,  bat  also  that  the 
president  of  the  Old  Dominion  oompany 
oays  no  such  man  was  ever  in  the  com¬ 
pany’s  employ;  and  further,  no  one  in 
that  region,  which  certainly  should  be 
well-informed  on  such  a  topic,  knows 
anything  about  him.

The  Treat  moot  of  Diphtheria. 

An  attack  of  diphtheria,  says  a  well 
known  physician,  is  usually  ushered  in 
with  a  high  fever  and  headache,  and,  in 
children,  with  nausea  and  vomiting 
There  is  great  prostration.  Upon  the 
tonsils  and  surrounding  parts  are  seen 
white,  snowfiaky  patches.  In  malignant 
cases,  the  patches  are  often  yellow  or 
brownish,  aud  a  terrible  odor  is  per 
ceiv«d. 

Tho  remedy  found  successful  by  the 
writer  is  permanganate  of  potash,  in 
conjunction  (not  combination)  wffh  the 
tincture  of  belladonna.  The  method  of 
administration* is  as  follows:  From  two 
to  three  grains  (not  more)  of  the  per¬ 
manganate  are  dissolved  in  from  two  to 
lour  ounces  of  water  in  a  goblet.  Five 
drops  of  the  officinal  tincture  of  bella¬ 
donna,  or,  better,  from  ten  to  twenty 
drops  of  the  first  decimal  homeopathic 
tincture  of  tho  same  drug,  are  put  into 
auother  goblet  with  an  equal  quantity 
(two  to  four  ounces)  of  water.  A  tea¬ 
spoonful  is  to  be  takeu  from  each  goblet 
alternately  st  intervals  of  a  half  or  one 
hoar.  It  is,  perhaps,  needless  to  say 
that  separate  spoons  should  be  used,  and 
the  goblets  kept  covered. 

In  twenty-four  hours,  frequently,  a 
favorable  change  will  be  seen,  bnt  quite 
as  often  the  disease  seems  to  go  on  un¬ 
checked,  save  that  the  fever  may  seem  a 
little  more  moderate;  but  I  can  assure 
my  readers  that,  during  the  second  day 
of  the  treatment,  a  most  marked  change 
will  take  place.  The  fever  will  entirely 
subside,  the  mind  will  brighten,  the 
tongue  will  begin  to  grow  dean,  and  the 
deposits  upon  the  fauces  will  peel  off  at 
their  edges  or  gradually  break  away. 
The  patient  will  be  upon  the  highway  to 
recovery,  and  a  daj  or  two  more  of  the 
treatment  will  bnng  back  the  normal

England  and  China  makes  the  mili- 

reat  Mon- 
000  in¬ 
importance. 
If  the  Chinese  have  learned  how  to 
fight,  and  acquired  modem  weapons  and 
the  use  of  them,  the  mere  force  of  num¬ 
bers  will  moke  them  very  formidable  ad¬ 
versaries.  It  is  quite  well  ascertained 
that  the  Japanese  have  arms  of  precision, 
and  know  now  to  fight  with  them.  In 
Che  Formosa  campaign  they  showed 
both  discipline  and  elan,  and  charged 
the  Boo  tan  stockades  with  u  spirit  and  a 
success  which  surprised  everybody. 
Whether  or  not  the  Chinese  can  fight 
remains  to  be  seen.  That  they  are  brave 
enough,  upon  occasion,  they  have 
proved  in  innumerable  instances  by  dy¬ 
ing  in  multitudes  at  their  poets.  On 
the  Peiho,  with  old-fashioned  inade¬ 
quate  forts  and  armaments,  they  beat 
back  a  British  fleet  with  severe  loss. 
Since  the  last  war  And,  the  capture  of 
Peking,  it  is  generally  understood  that 
the  Chinese  government  has  given  the 
ntmost  attention  to  tho  improvement  of 
its  military  and  naval  armament.  It  is 
certain  that  in  both  American  and 
European  marketa  the  Emperor  of  China 
has  been  for  a  nnmber  of  years  the 
largest  buyer  of  gunboats,  arms  and  ord¬ 
nance,  and  it  is  now  reported  that  his 
subjects  have  learned  how  to  make  these 
things  themselves.

Chow,  M.  Oiquel,  ex-lieontenant  of  the 
French  navy,  is  in  superintendence  of  a 
very  large  establishment,  the  plan  of 
which  is  said  to  be  excellent.  Here  they 
turn  out  a  large  number  of  gunboats,  of 
a  kind  suited  for  the  Chinese  waters. 
Th<  »e  vessels  are  very  fast,  are  manned 
by  carefully -drilled  crews,  and  armed 
with  effective  batteries,  which  the  crews 
know  how  to  handle.  The  Chinese 
have  also  a  naval  academy  for  the  train¬ 
ing  of  officers,  and  the  cadets  uudergo 
a  severe  and  thorough  course  of  prac¬ 
tical  and  theoretical  institution.

which  shall  “  arrest,  punish,  and  ob¬ 
literate  the  so  oalled  hoodlum.”  He 
evidently  means  business,  for  he  adds 
that  "  the  men  should  be  as  near  aix 
feet  high  as  possible.  ”  The  laxity  and 
inefficiency  of  the  polioe  is  dwelt  upon 
bitterly.

There  could  be  no  fitter  story  to  read 
as  we  sit  snout  the  fire  than  that  of  the 
loss  of  the  Waterwitch,  which  comes  to 
us  from  Conception  bay.  Nine  ship¬ 
wrecked  people  find  themselves  At  mid¬ 
night  dinging  to  a  frozen  rack,  the 
waves  daahing  over  them  incessantly, 
while  above  them  tower  gigantic  {leaks, 
There  is  no  escape  for  them  ;  below  is 
the  sea  ;  it  ia  impossible  to  climb  these 
precipices,  sheeted  with  ice.  The  fish¬ 
ermen  of  a  poor  village,  having  been 
roused  by  others  of  the  crew,  ooLleot  at 
the  top  of  the  rocks,  the  good  clergyman 
at  their  head.  Jn  the  darkness  and 
driving  storm  they  can  see  nothing,  only 
hear  the  faint  cries  in  the  abyss  below. 
Thire  is  no  way  to  help  the  shipwrecked 
people  unless  some  man  will  be  lowered 
to  cany  them  a  rope  at  the  almost  cer¬ 
tain  risk  of  death.  The  man  offers  him¬ 
self— a  rough  fisherman,  Alfred  Moores 
by  name,  Three  times  he  is  swung 
down  into  th$  terrible  chasm  and  brought 
back  exhausted  ;  the  fourth  he  roaches 
the  crew,  and  after  long  effort  they  are 
one  by  one  carried  safely  to  the  top,  and 
so  to  the  hausen  of  the  friendly  fisher¬ 
men  to  be  warmed  and  cured. 

This  fisherman  is  roused  out  of  his 
sleep  at  tho  dead  of  night  to  look  into  a 
black  abyss  -and  to  hear  human  voices. 
That  is  all  ;  he  cannok-oven  see  whether 
they  are  men  or  women  there  below, 
struggling  with  death ;  he  does  not 
know  from  what  part  of  the  world  they 
coma  ;  they  ore  atrw^ern — nothing  to 
him.  Nothing  bnt  brothers ;  and  he 
takes  his  life  in  his  hand  and  offers  it 
for  them.  We  are  quite  sure  as  we  road 
the  story,  that  this  poor  laborer  on  the 
dreary  Newfoundland  coast  is  a  brother 
to  us  all;  aud  we  believe  that  the  Master, 
"  looking  outhc man,  loved  him." — New 
York  Tribune.

Old  peo¬ 
ple  in  Grafton  need  to  say  that  the 
death  of  these  children  was  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  a  corse  pronounced  upon  the 
family  by  an  old  negro  woman.  This 
row  of  graves,  after  more  than  seventy 
years,  is  quite  distinct ;  nearly  all  the 
graves  in  the  row  can  be  easily  traced. 
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Marine  Losses. 

The  following  are  the  statistics  of 
maritime  disasters  reported  during  the
